This ap- 
pears to me to be: the moft important queftion 
yet fated upon this fubject, for, upon an anfiver 
to it, we may at once be able to decide, with- 
oit the leaft hefitution, either that they ought 
to be patronifed, or that they fhould be wholly 
denied the fair fex. This fibject is a wide field 
for fpeculation, but neither time nor abilities 
will allow me to go far into it; it fhall how- 
ever not efcape a remark or t3vo, which will 


heceflarily confine me to a few occafional points 
only, 
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} it has been urged asa weighty reafon for the 
¢ftablifhment of a general principle ot novel 
reading, that, thofe books have a very power- 
ful inilaence in extending formal education, as 
in reading, ftyle, &c. ibis is a weak argu- 
ment indeed. it will not fiand the tvit ot ex, 
amination; and 1am unwilling to fappofe the 
fair reader will admit fuch trifles, which are 
but Jareiy plax}die, to invalidate a theory that 
will inevitably render a practice derogatory of 
her own happint{s.
